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suggests much work to be done. Presumably the re¬ 
spondents had in mind the various fake proposals for 
“taking the profit out of war” by drafting wealth and 
capital as well as man-power. The consistency with 
which the American Legion supports this falce panacea, 
if nothing else, ought to render it suspect in the minds 
minds of alert students. After all, the group which 
was hoaxed into going to war “to end war” might 


easily be tricked again, this time into supporting— 
in the name of peace, to be sure—a scheme which runs 
right in the direction of militaristic fascism. As a 
final observation it should be put down as unfortunate 
that the Literary Digest did not include in its poll a 
question on military training. Here is an issue upon 
which many students could speak from first-hand ex¬ 
perience. After all . . . what’s education for? 



THE UNITED FRONT 

By KIRBY PAGE 

Vice-Chairman, Fellowship of Reconciliation 


Effective cooperation is not possible between resolute 
pacifists who are seeking social change through non¬ 
warlike means and communists who are committed to 
the strategy of arming the workers, at a propitious 
moment, and seizing power by military weapons. 

In order to discuss this question intelligently cer¬ 
tain facts must be emphasized. Communists do not 
desire violence nor do they seek it. They are con¬ 
vinced, however, that the present owning class will 
not relinquish power until it wrenched from them by 
the armed might of the workers and that therefore the 
proletarians must be trained and disciplined for armed 
seizure of power. This does not mean that American 
communists advocate the arming of the workers at the 
present moment. On the contrary, they are convinced 
that the time is not ripe and that a long delay may be 
necessary before armed action can be successful. 

In the meantime the strategy of communists is 
crystal clear: create class consciousness, transform this 
solidarity into class hatred, indoctrinate the workers 
with the idea that the owning class will not yield unless 
beaten on the field of battle, create a strong communist 
party as a general staff of the revolutionary seizure of 
power, and remain vigilant for armed action in the 
decisive hour. 

That a general coalition between pacifists and com¬ 
munists is not practical is universally recognized, but 
the opinion is widely held that a limited united front 
is desirable. It is pointed out that pacifists and com¬ 
munists alike are desirous of maintaining civil liberties 
for the workers in the United States, although the 
latter do not advocate civil liberties for their opponents 
in Soviet Russia, and that both groups are seeking 
justice for the unemployed. Therefore, the proposal 
of a united front for these specific purposes is urged. 

There are three reasons why pacifist revolutionists 
should refrain from entering into a united front with 
communists. First, they would thereby weaken, rather 
than strengthen, the cause of non-warlike revolution. 
Second, they would fall into the communist trap of 
boring from within for the purpose of hastening the 
day when power will be seized through civil war. 
Third, the strategy of eventually arming the workers 


and expropriating the owning class Ty violence, if 
embraced by a substantial portion of the workers, will 
drive a large majority of the American people into the 
arms of fascism. 

If pacifist revolutionists desire to be effective in 
their efforts to preserve civil liberties and to promote 
social justice, they must sharply dissociate their non- 
warlike strategy from the violent strategy of commu¬ 
nists. Unless this cleavage is made drastic there is 
little possibility of revolution without civil war. Co¬ 
operative action with communists plays into the hands 
of persons who lump together all opponents of the 
status quo—communists, socialists, pacifists, anarchists, 
and reds. It is easy to show that communists are pre¬ 
paring for the violent overthrow of the existing prop¬ 
erty system and the establishment of a dictatorship of 
the proletariat maintained by the degree of terror re¬ 
quired to preserve the new regime. Unless the future 
is to be decided by civil war between owners and 
workers, it is imperative that the strategy of non- 
warlike revolution be clearly enunciated and boldly 
advocated. Such a course of action necessitates a sharp 
cleavage between the strategy of violent revolution and 
that of non-warlike revolution. Entering into a united 
front has the effect of obscuring the irreconcilable 
differences between these two strategies. 

It is imperative that pacifists clearly understand the 
reasons why communists are enthusiastic about the 
united front. Do the latter really believe that it is 
possible to prevent international war or to avert fascism 
unless capitalism is overturned by the armed might of 
the workers? Certainly not. Among communists it 
is taken for granted that the only possible way to 
prevent international war or to escape fascist dictator¬ 
ship is through the violent destruction of the existing 
state. It is absurd to believe that communists hold 
the conviction that a united front with pacifists will 
prevent war and fascism. The former have nothing 
but contempt for religious pacifists. 

Then why are communists so insistent upon a 
united front? For the simple reason that it affords 
them maximum opportunities for boring from within 
and of making converts for their cause. Communist 
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experimented with further in just such situations. 

We shall have to admit that we did not accomplish 
much in the strike. We satisfied nobody. The em¬ 
ployers resented our efforts, as did many; other good 
church people. The operatives may well have been 
suspicious, because after all by taking a position of non¬ 
violence today you are virtually playing into the hands 
of those who hold power. And we did take non¬ 
violence as our platform. Some of us called it the 
minimum Christian position. 

The trouble is that hardly anyone really believes 
in non-violence. As I look back I realize how naive 
we were to assume that many people today subscribe to 
this incontestable deduction from the life of Jesus. In 
this country we regard it as an oriental idea that has 
no practical relevance to our western world. This in 
spite of the convincing contention of Devere Allen that 
Gandhi attributes the beginning of his own significant 
achievements in non-violence to the inspiration and 
example of William Lloyd Garrison. 

But time is on our side. Because of our inexperi¬ 
ence non-violence sometimes fails, it is true. But 
violence always fails! The demonstrable ineffective¬ 
ness of violence as a method will in time cause it to be 
questioned more seriously than it is today. As Richard 


B. Gregg points out in his “The Power of Non- 
Violence,” Lenin, after his older brother had been ex¬ 
ecuted, following an attempt to bomb the Tsar, said 
“No. We cannot succeed in this way. It is not the 
right way.” 

Karl Marx, as John Strachey reminds us, said: 
“The beginning of all criticism is the criticism of 
religion.” The most serious stricture that can be 
levelled against the church, as an institution of relig¬ 
ion, is simply that frequently it has not done what it 
set out to do—apply its teachings literally to the world 
in which it finds itself. Professedly related to this fast 
moving world it must expect its center of testing to 
shift rapidly. The church was taken off guard by the 
war and is making belated amends. The tragedy is 
that many people today are satisfying their flair for 
modernity in Christian fervor by announcing that they 
are for peace. That is important and it will soon be 
more so. But the fact is that the center of testing is 
now unquestionably in the industrial field. The ques¬ 
tion still is: Will the church respond to its clear 
religious mandate of helping to secure economic jus¬ 
tice ? What method will it use ? Christian non¬ 
violence is right. Can we make it effective? Our 
experience makes us believe that it is possible. 


STUDENTS REFUSE TO FIGHT FOREIGN WARS

Those who have come to regard the findings of 
Literary Digest polls as synonymous with accuracy will 
be much impressed with the early results of its poll 
on student attitudes toward war-peace questions. 
Patriots being a fearful lot may well shudder in their 
boots to learn that in this poll of more than sixty-five 
thousand students in sixty colleges and universities 
41,048, or 63% of the respondents deny the familiar 
dogma that “a national policy of an American navy 
and air force second to none is a sound method of insur¬ 
ing us against being drawn into another great war”. 
(Mr. Hearst and Mr. Roosevelt take note!) Their 
easy assumption that all is well with the status quo will 
also be disturbed by the 59,146, or 90% of those re¬ 
plying, who favor government control of the munitions 
manufacturing business. 

But nothing short of positive shock will overtake 
these good people when they learn that 52,359 stu¬ 
dents, 81.63% of those replying, would not bear arms 
for the U. S. if our forces invaded the borders of an¬ 
other nation, while 10,650, or 16.5%, indicated their 
intention to refuse to bear arms for the U. S. even 
though this country were invaded! Pacifists who be¬ 
lieve in the accuracy of Literary Digest polls, of course, 
will be pleased at these findings even though they re¬ 
veal little more than was made known by the earlier 


polls of the National Student Federation and Inter¬ 
collegiate Disarmament Council. One may be realis¬ 
tic about the limited value of these poll results without 
accepting wholly the cynicism of the Harvard editor 
who predicts that few of the student pacifists will stand 
steady because “placing a cross in a neat black square 
is quite different from opposing the decrees of one’s 
government when the time of crisis actually arrives.” 

For realistic pacifists the findings contain several 
valuable clues. First, the large number whose per¬ 
sonal pacifism is restricted to aggressive war suggests 
that much work has yet to be done to dissipate the 
group of fictions related to “defensive war”. We have 
yet to teach the simple lesson of logic and experience 
that “defensive war” is merely “aggressive war” from 
the reverse viewpoint. Then too, the results of the 
question on government control of munitions suggests 
that vast areas of illusion exist as to the efficacy of 
“control” as against the alternatives of government 
ownership or, more appropriately in this case, outright 
abolition of the necessity for the munitions business. 
Is there any reasonable person to contend that it will 
be easier to “control” the munitions racket than it 
will be to abolish war?

The envelopes we use 
are large Manilla ones, prinited for special permit mailing, and shipping 
them to New York and Back would be expensive and awkward. So I presume 
the list would have to be sent to us in some form, wouldn't it? 

Sometimes folks buy large sheets of gummed labels, perforated to 
tear apart like long stamps, and they do. addressing right on the 
labels, whic^hin turn are pasted on the envelopes. This might be a 
possible alternative to your sending the actual lists, if your 
office cared to type names and addresses on the labels. 

Anyway, let us know what you think could be done.

I do not know how 
much there is in that. It is always hard 
to know. 

Paul and I are more than grateful for 
your interest and the money order. We 
have not used it yet and are holding 
it”in trust" for you. When we find what 
is necessary for Paul and if we have 
need of it we will use it. Otherwise 
we will return it for"reinvestmentV 

We send our love to you and I will 
write again when some definite arrange¬ 
ment has been made.

Foreign Wars Veterans Denounce 
Kirby Page for ‘Peace” Talk Here; 
Chide Sponsors of Local Meetings 

Veterans Organization, at Meeting Last Night, Declares 
Page, International Peace Advocate, Was “Un¬ 
patriotic and Un-American” and Protests Fact He 
Was Brought Here—Sp onsors of Meeting Last Wgek 
Decline Today to Make~Answcr to Resolution 


Statements contained in addres-*;* 
ses made in Gloversville last week 
by Kirby Page, professed pacifist, 
are denounced as "un-American j 
and unpatriotic’' in , a strongly 
worded resolution adopted last 
night by Fulton County Post, 2077, 
Veterans of Foreign. Wars. The 
resolution, which is directed against 
persons and individuals sponsoring 
the speaker’s appearances here, 
was unanimously adopted. 

Rev. A. P. Manwell, pastor of the 
Congregational church in which 
one address was made, and of¬ 
ficials of the Kiwanis club, the Y. 
M. C. A. and the Y. W. C. A. who 
sponsored the Peace meeting here 
today declined the opportunity to i 
reply to the resolution. The reso¬ 
lution is as follows: 

The V. F. W. Resolution 
WHEREAS: The "Gloversville 
Council for International 
Peacd,” recently organized (by 
authority and for reasons and 
purposes not clearly defined) 
and composed of American citi¬ 
zens of good American lineage, 
who are considered among the 
outstanding leaders of this city, 
did, with apparent good in¬ 
tent, but without proper exami¬ 
nation of credentials, and by 
appointment of, act as spon¬ 
sors for a Kirby Page, styled 
an "internationally known 
peace authority and advocate,” 
to deliver a series of addresses 
in Gloversville, N. Y., January 
16, 1935, on what was reputed 
to be "Peace;” and 
WHEREAS: Under the sponsor¬ 
ship, arrangement and civic 
influence of the "Gloversville 
Council for International 
Peace,” the said Kirby Page, 
did, on January 16, 1935, sep¬ 
arately address (1) the student 
body of the Gloversville High 
School, (2) a joint meeting of 
Gloversville Kiwanis and City 
Clubs (composed of leading 
professional and business men 
of this city) at the Kingsboro^ 
Hotel and (3) a large group of 
citizens at the Congregational 
Church; and, 


Navy for security against other 
nations.” “No consent should 
be given by any citizen at any 
time to the waging of war.” 
"Modern war is suicide.” “We 
must say to our government 
and to our fellow citizens, un¬ 
der no circumstances will we 
go to war.” "Under no circum¬ 
stances whatever could I ever 
bear arms; et cetera: and 
WHEREAS: At the Congregational 
Church, Gloversville, N. Y., at 
a meeting purportly held to ad¬ 
vance the cause of peace, when 
asked by an unnamed ques¬ 
tioner, "What do you think of 
ministers who are Army Chap- 
plains?” in reply thereto, Kirby 
Page cast ugly and undefended 
aspersions upon minister mem¬ 
bers of the above named vet¬ 
eran’s organizations (priests, 
rabbis and ministers who car¬ 
ried the Gospel of God up to 
and into the heat of battle 
without any fear of personal 
safety) by stating, "An Army 
Chaplain is not a true Prince of 
Peace—an Army Chaplain is 
under orders at all times and 
is not free to assert himself 
unless in harmony with Army 
Orders and receives a salary 
from the War Department 
which definitely alligns him as 
a war sympathizer—a chaplain 
wears a uniform which is the 
symbol of war;” thereby and 
pointedly offending the mem¬ 
bership and slandering the 
principles and traditions of 
sterling American service and 
citizenship upon which the 
above named organizations 
have been founded; and, 
WHEREAS: At-this time of great 
economic and political disorder 
throughout the World which 
seriously threatens our national 
security the average American 
has lost his sense of direction 
■ and values, losing sight of the 
important facts, that our great 
American Nation—dedicated to 
liberty, equality and fraternity 
—was conceived, attained and 
maintained by American man 
and women (soldiers, sailors, 
marines and patriots) who suf¬ 
fered great physical, mental, 
spiritual and material losses 
and were unafraid to defend 
with their lives the principles 
which this National symbolizes; 
and,

It may 
be just as well to have an understanding about it 
at the start. ¥ou probably don't remember the 
arrangement but when that room was closed off it 
shut off the entrance to the store room in which 
your things and ours are stored. It also took up 
the space that Alma had used for furniture. They 
shoved it but into the main room and it accumulated 
considerable dust during the summer* Mac and I 
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pack©d it away as bast w© could in th.© £all• Th© 
Levin's disliked to have us go thru the room to 
the store room so I suppose we shall have to hav.e 

Mac make a new entrance • 

Mac said h© spoke to you about the screens and 
awnings but you forgot to mention it when you wd 
wrote him. It is so late now that I told him to 
go ahead with repairs on them • Me is going to 
get an estimate on the awning peplacement. Several 
of them are torn and the material is so rotten 
that it cannot be meaded^Two or three screens 
need repairing and the frdint door screen will 
have to be repaired again* I told him that I 
was sure you would OoK it since there is no 
question but that it ijlll have to be done. Mac 
is very conscientious about looking after things 
and although he is slow I think he is thoroughly 
reliable. 

The Levehs report that the sunporch 
leaks so badly that they were unable to use it 
Bt probably needs a coat of tar or possibly an 
aditional sheet of tar paper. The windows are 
going to need putty also, I believe he reported 
that. There were no points in them so of course 
the putty falls out easily. Another little bit 
of evidence of the money that Citv Housing did . 
not invest . ftv the wav what arrangements canxgjfWUv'T 
we make about (payments to the City Housing^ ,1 
am afraid I am inclined to loin the united frofa* 
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nnnaretitly you should too. Besides I dont 
dare be seen going in to the office. 

I sent a card to 347 In March with the 
report of rent paid until A r ' r *il 1st. That was 
0«ted M*rch 6th. A« yon remember4the last 
amount of coal before that was six tons because 
I had not gotten your check in time to make 
it six as you suggested. That meant that we had 
to byy coal again about the middle of March 
two tons, we hoped that would last but we had 
a great deal of cold weather after that and 
bought two tdins again the first of April, bill 
is dated the 11th to be exact. Could ftave gotten 
along with one kick because there is at least 
1 ton and almost half of another. The usual 
amount of coal used is two tons per month. I 
believe that is wh.xk the approximate amount we 
have always used. 

I am enclosing the amount we paid for coal 
which takes care of the Aoril rent. Will you 
let me know where to deposit the May r«nt ? 

W* were adtionally disappointed about 
the apartment because we feel more and more 
the need of additional room. Walter does a 
great deal more work at home and as you know 
that means more stacks of books,papers and files 

and more seclusion. in brief w* are loathe to 
leave your house and this location but don't 
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know where to spread out.We shall let you know 
as soon as we make any decision. Moving compile - 
ates things so much . 

We are so glad that you like California 
I nredicted when yoQ left that you would never 
come back to live here, at least. And I am sure 
I don't know why you should, if you find Cal¬ 
ifornia safe for democracy and can keep away 
from the wrong places such as DAR's and the 
Iranerial vaii®^ it must be delightful, i/e reafl 
with great glee the report of your run in with 
some of the powers in San Francisco was It ? 

Your papjaftlet on "property" just came 
yesterday. I shall be interested in knowing 
how you develop your idea and if it is practical 
in terms of your own experience with property 
taken literally. 

Perhaps you will send this lengthy 
report on to Alma. I have meant to write her 
for so ld>ng. Her rock garden in beautiful . 

Quite the prettiest one is Sunnyside. I think 
of her ofteh when I see it and wish I had more 
time to do something with it. 

If you decide to dispose of any of 
your furniture let me know. I don't know that 
Alma warts to sell her desk, but if she does I 
would like to bid. I'll have to find a place to 
put It first. 

Walter is campaigning for playgrounds thsi 
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afternoon. Just now I am competing with the 
radio . That in part accounts for so many of the 
erDCFS. At least we will say it does.
